MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, November 13, 2017, at 10:00 A. M. The
following members of the Commission were present: Merceria
Ludgood, President, Connie Hudson and Jerry L. Carl,
Members. Also present were John F. Pafenbach, County
Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, Assistant County
Engineer. President Ludgood chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Raoul Richardson,
Associate Pastor, Faith Baptist Church, 2801 Knollwood
Drive, Mobile, Alabama 36693.

Commission President Merceria Ludgood: At this point,
I am going to give the Chair to Commissioner Hudson for our
annual ceremony with the Azalea City Quilters Guild.

Commissioner Connie Hudson: Thank you, Commissioner.
Today 1s a great day of recognition for two (2) gentlemen

who are World War II veterans. The presentation today will
be handled by the Azalea City Quilters Guild. We have with
us, Joyce Reed, Anita Curtis, and Diane Hamilton. Joyce,

will you come down and begin the presentations.

Joyce Reed, Azalea City Quilters Guild: I represent
the Quilts of Valor Foundation, a National 501 (c) (3)
organization, and the Stars over Mobile portion that is
supported by the Azalea City Quilters Guild. The Quilts of
Valor Foundation’s mission is to cover service members and
veterans touched by war with wartime quilts called Quilts
of Valor. Catherine Roberts of Seaford, Delaware, a
midwife and a Blue Star mom founded the Quilts of Valor
Foundation as a result of her eldest son’s deployment to
Irag. She said she was always ten (10) seconds away from
panic before he was deployed. This whole thing began with
a dream she had, her son in the dream. The dream was as
vivid as real life because she saw a young man sitting on
the side of his bunk hunched over in the middle of the
night. The permeating feeling was one of utter despair.
She said she could see his war demons clustered around him,
dragging him down into an emotional gutter. Then, as if
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viewing a movie, the next scene he was totally transformed.
He was wrapped in a quilt, and his whole demeanor changed
from one of despair to one of hope and well-being. The
quilt had made this change. We are one human being
reaching out and touching another without judgment,
reaching out with acceptance and acknowledgment of their
service to our nation in very trying circumstances. We as
a foundation will go wherever those are who have been
touched by war, and we don’t need high profile beams to
find them, they are all in plain sight. Today, we
recognize and acknowledge those war demons that got
Catherine started. She made one (1) quilt, she got her
friends together, and they sent together over one hundred
(100) quilts during the next three (3) years. Today, we
have a group of over ten thousand (10,000) gquilters who
have sent over one hundred seventy-two thousand (172,000)
quilts to Veterans, to thank them for their service to our
Country. The Quilts of Valor goes to World War II
Veterans, Korean Veterans, Vietnam Veterans, Irag Veterans
and Afghanistan Veterans. They are found in every state in
the union; we are in Canada, Germany, United Kingdom, and
Austria. We like to think we are the fastest growing
grassroots organization in America or at least it feels
like it. Catherine sent her son a quilt, and it was so
well received she sent hundreds more. We have formed a
network of toppers that make the top level of the quilts,
we add the batting and then find someone to add the backing
and do the layering of the three which is called the
longarming. We keep the red, white, blue and gold color
theme. We have the longarmers who do the longarming on our
quilts, and it could take up to three (3) months to
complete a Quilt of Valor from top to bottom. The cost is
estimated at two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for one
(1) quilt, that is material only, and not counting the
labor of a total of sixty (60) hours per quilt, it is not
an inexpensive hobby. The fact is, the Quilts of Valor are
priceless, and they could never be bought and never be
sold. The Quilts of Valor are never a birthday gift or a
Christmas gift; they are an award. Recipients often state
the Quilts of Valor means more to them than any of their
military medals because they come from the heart and the
hands of the makers and their communities. The Quilt of
Valor is a thank you from all of us for your service and
sacrifice. The Quilts of Valor have been sent to medical
units in Afghanistan and Germany, and locally to Walter
Reed and other military hospitals, to veterans’ homes, like
the Green State Veterans’ Home in Bay Minette or just to a
local resident. Wherever the need is greatest our quilts
are there to comfort and to heal. They also stay locally,
and that is the beauty of the Quilts of Valor Foundation.
We have a choice of where we want to send our quilts. We
have awarded them to every branch of service. We have shed
tears with the warriors who need to prolong the hug that
comes with an awarded Quilt of Valor. We call it divine
intervention, there is something magical and something
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healing emitted from the folds of these quilts. The mother
who finds her son wrapped in his Quilt of Valor sleeping
his first peaceful night of sleep since returning home, she
can now sleep in peace as well. The Korean War Veterans
and the Vietnam War Veterans now stand tall with honor,
respect, and recognition for their service. We remember
how they were treated when they came home. This story
repeats itself over and over again. We are blessed to
share such intimate moments. We at Quilts of Valor know
that freedom is not free, the cost of our freedom is the
dedication of the lives of men and women like these men we
are honoring today. This quilt is meant to say thank you
for your sacrifice. It is meant to bring comfort to you
and remind you that although your friends and family are
not with you at all times, you are forever in our thoughts
and in our hearts. Each stitch that holds these beautiful
fabrics and layers together represents love, gratitude and
sometimes the tears of the maker. Quilters believe that as
we sew, love, caring and gratitude flow from our hearts
through our hands into the quilts we make. All of us,
quilters, want you to know that through our gquilts you are
in our hearts forever. I have got dozens of stories of
veterans who received the gquilts and how much it means to
them. The Veterans on medication for Post-Traumatic Stress
Disorder (PTSD) and cannot sleep at night they have a quilt
they sleep under, and it is the first good night’s sleep
they have had since they have left Vietnam. Those kind of
stories make us continue to quilt, give us the inspiration
to keep going. It is our form of national service; it is
one way we can give back to others for the freedoms we
enjoy. The freedom to assemble, free speech or religion,
and the right to bear arms. I always thought of a quilt as
a way to share a warm hug with a friend or a family member.
For many whose service to their country went unnoticed,
this warm hug is invaluable.

Commissioner Hudson: I would like to give accolades
to the Azalea City Quilters Guild. They spend thousands
and thousands of hours working on these quilts, and so far
this year Joyce, how many quilts?

Ms. Reed: Just in the month of November, we would
have done fifty (50) something quilts to give out, but we
have done one hundred (100) for the year and combined with
Baldwin County, it is over two hundred (200) this year.

Commission Hudson: That is amazing. Great job.
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Presenter, Azalea City Quilters Guild: We enjoy it,
we get blessings as we sew. I am here today to honor James
Devine. Mr. Devine was born on February 16, 1919, in
Florence, Alabama. His family moved to Knoxville County,
Mississippi during his teenage years. After he finished
high school, he went to work at Southern Bell Telephone
Company, Atlanta, Georgia. His employment with Ma Bell was
to set his military service and his success during the war.
In June 1941, James was drafted into the United States Army
and subsequently, went to Camp Roberts, California for
basic training. The attack on Pearl Harbor and with the
pace of the war throughout the world on multiple fronts,
James was transferred numerous times prior to embarking to
England. After his basic training, he was assigned to
Stratton Hospital, San Diego, California as an
Administrative Clerk. Later, James was transferred to Fort
Monmouth Army Base, New Jersey for Signal Corps training.
After completion of his training, he was transferred to
Camp Pickett Virginia, then to Lexington Signal Depot,
Richmond, Kentucky, then transferred to Camp Reynolds,
Pennsylvania for an overseas assignment. In April 1943,
James was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant, and in
November 1943, he was sent to Massachusetts for embarkation
to the European front. His ship landed in Liverpool,
England where he was assigned to the 286th Assault Signal
Company in St. Austell, England. In late May 1944,
Lieutenant Devine and his unit redeployed to Southampton,
England in preparation for Operation Overlord, the invasion
of France. On June 17, 1944, eleven (11) days after the
initial assault on D-Day, Lieutenant Devine landed with his
unit to begin follow-up operations. After participation in
numerous operations in December 1944, James and his unit
redeployed to the United States and were given twenty (20)
days leave. They regrouped at Camp Callan, California. By
this time in the war, Camp Callan had transitioned from an
anti-aircraft gun training facility to an amphibious
assault training facility in preparation for the invasion
of Japan. With the surrender of Japan, the subsequent flow
of military personnel for the invasion was terminated, and
James was released from active duty. During his service to
our nation, James’ parents had moved to Mobile, Alabama
where he came after his release from active duty. He
requested reemployment with the Southern Bell Telephone
Company and was assigned to the Mobile area, here he met
his beloved wife, Marie. James retired from the Southern
Bell Telephone Company in 1981, after forty-one (41) years
of service. He continued his military service in the Army
Reserve and retired as a Major on February 16, 1979. His
military decorations include the Armed Service Defense
Medal, World War II Victory Medal, European-African Service
Medal, and the American Service Medal. Please accept our
quilt as an appreciation for your service and a member of
the greatest generation.
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James Devine, Veteran, United States Army: Thank you.
How about that. I accept it, but I think about the honor
of those who deserve it more than I do. Thanks a million.

Commissioner Hudson: That is beautiful.

President Ludgood: That is.

Presenter, Azalea City Quilters Guild: It is my
pleasure today to present a quilt to John Bankston.
Mr. Bankston was born on March 10, 1926, in Center Ridge,
Mississippi. At the age of eighteen (18), he joined the
United States Marine Corps on June 7, 1944.

John Bankston, Veteran, United States Marine Corps:
Hoorah!

Presenter, Azalea City Quilters Guild: After the
Marine Corps Boot Camp, Parris Island, South Carolina,
Private Bankston was assigned to the 22nrd Marine Division.
He sailed on the Dutch Flag Ship MSJ Booma Fortaine from
San Diego, California to Saipan, Mariana Islands. As the
ship sailed through the enemy mine fields, Marine and Navy
personnel used airborne gunnery to destroy enemy mines.
Forty-nine (49) days following the atomic bomb destroying
Nagasaki, John arrived in Nagasaki on September 23, 1945,
with his unit of Marines and began the occupation of Japan.
There the Marines maintained the order and discipline in
support of the rebuilding of Nagasaki. He was ordered back
to the United States on June 8, 1946, and received his
first discharge from the Marine Corps on August 9, 1946.

On June 24, 1947, he reenlisted for an additional three (3)
years and was subsequently assigned to the Naval Aviation
Center in Millington, Tennessee. After his assignment in
Millington, John resumed his sea going marine service on
April 24, 1948, by embarking on the USS Randall from San
Francisco to Guam. Then aboard the USS Mayfield to
Shanghai where he was attached to the 9t Marine Regiment
for service in China. After John’s service in the Far
East, he was stationed in Riverside, California where he
finished high school through the United States Armed Forces
Institute, then later business college. Upon completion of
his second enlistment, he was discharged on June 3, 1950,
at the Naval Air Station Pensacola, Florida. As a prelude
to the Korean War, John was recalled back to active duty on
September 9, 1950, and reported to Camp Lejeune, North
Carolina on September 21, 1951 for duty. Following the
Army negotiations in Korea, Staff Sergeant John Bankston
received his second discharge from the Marine Corps on
September 21, 1951. Shortly thereafter in early 1952, John
entered the Civil Service System at Brookley Air Force Base
Mobile, Alabama. He performed in many areas of
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responsibility beginning in the warehouse, then to supply
to standardization in logistics. Notably, he was
prominently involved with F105, F86, and C5 Programs. His
exposure to radiation during the occupation of Nagasaki
resulted in a long-term illness and the loss of two (2) of
his sons, John was moved to write a book about the veterans
of that era’s struggles after the war. His civic
accomplishments include the Maryland State National
Commander for the National Association of Atomic Veterans
from 2003 to 2005, Board Member of the Radiated Veterans of
America in 2006, and State Vice Chairman for the Alabama
Veterans. As the Executive Chairman for Chapter 7 of the
Disabled American Veterans, John made the nomination for
the Veterans Home in Bay Minette, Alabama to be named in
honor of William F. Green. He has a lifetime membership
with the Marine Corps League, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and
Disabled American Veterans and is a member of the National
Association of Atomic Veterans, the American Legion, and is
an Honorary Member of the Korean War Veterans. Some of the
medals awarded to Sergeant Bankston were the Good Conduct
Medal, Navy and Marine Corps Overseas Service Ribbon, Navy
Presidential Citation with Star, Asiatic Pacific Campaign
Medal, Combat Ribbon, World War II Medal, Navy Occupation
Medal, and China Service Medal. John is a true American
patriot who has brought honor and distinction as a citizen
of Mobile County.

Mr. John Bankston: Besides saying thank you, I would
like to say a little accolade. When I was five (5) and six
(6) years old back in the Depression, my mother had a
quilting bee so I was standing by the frame and they let me
do one section of it. They were real slow making neat
little things. So I made long stitches so I could get
ahead of them. I don’t know if they took the stitches out
or not. I really appreciate this, thank you.

Commissioner Hudson: Congratulations gentlemen, so
well deserved. We appreciate your service. We have
another World War II veteran that I would also like to
acknowledge, Mr. Mitternight, who is here today, he is up
at the top. I want to thank our License Commissioner Nick
Matranga for all of his assistance through the Military
Officers Association in helping to arrange today and
facilitate, thank you so much, Commissioner.

Commissioner Jerry L. Carl: Thank you, Nick.
